Cleveland Accepts an Invitation to 


Visit St. Louis in the Fall. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—A- delegation of 
twenty-five gentlemen, representing the busi- 
ness interests of St. Louis, and inclading rep- 
resentatives of all branches of the municipal 
government, waited upon the president at noon 
today. and extended to him and Mrs. Cleve- 
land a cordial invitation to visit St. Louis dar- 
ing the coming fall. The delegation was 
hesded by Mayor Francis. The invitation was 
contained in a large, elegantly-bound book, 
with a carved wooden cover, the carvings rep- 
resenting the griat bridge and principal mu- 
nicipal buildings of St. Louis. The clasps and 
edges of the book are of solid silver, bearing 
the initials “G.C.’ The invitation is beauti- 
fully engrossed on satin and is signed by over 
20.000 persons. 

The president made a bwief reply, in which, 
after expressing his appreciation of the com- 
pliment extended to him, he said that while it 
was absoluteiy impossible to anticipate the 
cmergencies of the public service, so far ahead 
as September, he could not now see why he 
should not vis t St. Louis at the time indicated 
~-gbout the end of September, He said, thera- 
fore. he would take pleasure in accepting their 
kind invitation. 

The delegation applauded vigorously at his 
acceptance. Mayor Francis remarked that he 
had always heand it was hard to get a president 
to promise anything. 

The president replied: “Yes, but when I do, 
I usually carry it out.”

Senator Morgen bas written a letter to a friend 
in this city im reference to the vacancy on the 
United Stetis supreme court bench, which the 
Evening Ster publishes as follows:

place, and this compels us to select. I have found 
no Gifliculty in my choice, andin making it have 
not gone for my friends, considered as such, I am 
confident General Pettus has more in him to jus- 
tify bis appceintment than any man we can name 
in Ajabema. ‘that judgment is not purely and 
simply a judicial affair: itis a place where decis- 
ions Bre jiidicia!, but the results very often are in 
the bighest sense political. Almostany real good 
awrer can decide issues as to matters of property ® 
etc., ete., that come tothat court, to the credit of 
himself and the country, but when we Str.ke 
the higher plane of constitutional government, 
with allthe immense interests that hang upon 
true statesmanship, backed by judicial power, we 
wanta man on the bench who, in ability, courage, 
force and prestige, are the equal of these great 
powers and duties. For my part, I will not will- 
ingly put up with any man, in that place, who is 
nota per ectly souud statesman, and who has not 
the courage to fight the battle for Jeffersonian dem- 
ocracy againft all comers. God bas opened to usa 
splendid opportunity, in these latter days, to prove 
ourselves worthy of ourrights and liberties. Pet- 
tus will fearle-sly contest the ground on which 
they are assailed, and I want him in the field, as I 
know you do.”’ 

A petition was started today, among the 
members of the bar, recommending David 
Clopton, of the state supreme court, for the 
position, but the sentiment here favors Gen- 
eral E. W. Pettus, of Dallas, who is indorsed 
above by Senator Morgan.

EX ECUVIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, May 20, 4887.— 
To Hon. Samuel A. York, Mayor and Chairman— 
Dear Sir: The invitation which was tendered mea 
few weeks ago to be present on the occasion of the 
dedicatiou of the soldiers and sailors monument at 
New Haven, on the i7th day of June next, has re- 
mained unanswered in the hope that I might be 
ableto accept the same, when other plans and 
arrangements were definitely fixed. I sincerely 
regrei Iam now obliged to relin« nish the anticipa- 
tiops ot joining in these interesting exercises, 
which will serve asa tribute of love and venera: 
tion to the patriotism of the sens of Connecticut, 
iliustrated in all the wars of our country. As citi 
zens of a state so rich as yours in honorable tra li- 
tions: so related to heroic sacrifices, aud so full of 
the sturdiness which the hardy love of liberty 
teaches, do welltoerect to the memory of her

PARTICULARS OF THE BRIYTTANIC- 
CELTIC COLLISION. 


Passevgerse’ Statements About the Aoccident—List of 
the Killed and Inijiured—The Alarm ofthe Pas- 
eengers—Reporis of the Officers of the 

Vessels- Steamship Sinks a Schooner, 


New York, May 23.—It was officially stated 
at the office of the White Star line, this morn- 
ing, that as far as known but four of the steer- 
age paseengers killed in the collision between 
the Celtic and Brittannic, were buried at sea. 
Of this number Jane Robiuson, 13 yeara old, 
of Fall River, Mass., and James Simburry, of 
Jersey City, were known to be killed outright. 
Two passengers, James Greenale and Adam 
Johnson, addresses nnknown, are missing, and 
eupposcd to belong to the four who were buried 
at sos, Some passengers insist that in addition 
to this number a fleshy woman, with black 
hair, was also killed and given sea burial. 


The cfficial Hest of injured include Eliza- 
leth Wainright, East Hampton, Ma‘s, 4! years 
of age, and Mary Griffin, South Port, Kagiand, 
27 yearsofage. Both slightlyinjared. David 
Ricketts, age 37, of Chicago, head ivjured; M. 
Doroghan, address unknown, thigh broken; 
Mark Allen, address not given, band mashed; 
William Labor, Queens county, Ireland, aged 
65, thigh dislocated, Patric, Burk 
county, Mango, Treland, aged 48 
18, fcot and ribs idjured; G. A. Robinson, aged 
13, (brother of Jane Robinson in the list of 
killed), compound fracture of thearm. John 
Bark was in the compartment which was flood- 
ed with water and received abad shock, He 
is a consumptive,and isin abad way. His 
address is not given. 

‘The first load of steerage passengers from 
the Celtic was landed at Castle Garden this 
morning, 300in all. The steerage passenger 
list of the Celtic includes 765 passengers. 

Tom Egan, an intelligent young Irishman, 
just over, was anfinte mediate passenger on tue 
Celtic. He was standing on the bridge of the 
Celtic when the Brittannic first came in sight, 
through a dense fog. He said to a reporter: 

“The Brittanic was running at fall speed and 
the Celtic very slow. When first seen the Brit- 
tanic was heading to the starboard of the Celtic, 
ard without changing her course would have 
scraped the starboard side. The Celtic signaled 
snd begen to backwater, Tho signal was un- 
derstocd to direct giving way to the starboard. 
In doing this the Brittanic turned across the 
Celtic’s bow. At first I thought she would 
clear us, she was going so fast, but a moment 
later it was apparent there would be a collision. 
Just before striking, the Celtic veered to the 
right a Jittle and struck back of the center of 
the Brittanic. An awful scrsaming of women 
on board the Brittanic followed, and men joined 
iu the noise, There was not so much excite- 
ment on the Celtic. The captain of the Brit- 
tanic called ont that the boat was sinking.”’ 

Several other steerage passengers on the 
Celtic were spoken to,and all said that the 
Brittannic was on the starboard side of the 
Celtic when first seen and would have cleared 
ifshe had given way to the port side. The 
Brittannic has not yet come up the bay. 

Mr. J. B. Ismay, general agent of the White 
Star line, was on the Brittanic this morning. 
Various estimates of the steerage passenger list 
of the Brittanic were made at the office line. 
The figures range between one hundred and 
twenty snd two hundred and forty persons, 
No Cflicial list was at the office and the state- 
ment was made that the list is not made ont on 
outgoing steamers until within two days’ sail of 
each otber’eside. It is difficult to see how a 
statcment of missing can be made under the 
circumstances. It was stated at the office that 
the captains of the two steamships had made 
no statement. 

The reports will bein writing and will be 
undoubtedly lengthy documents. 

The office of the White Star line was crowded 
all the morning with friends of passengers on 
the Brittanic and Celtic, making anxioas inx- 
quiries. A majority of the inyuirers were 
frierds of the steerage passengers. Very little 
information was optainabs!.jThe crowd graiv- 
ally dwindled away during themorning. Pas- 
sengers from the Celtic,who landed at Custle 
Garden, do not seem to be anyfthe worse for 
their experience. They were all jolly and 
langhing and not at all effected by the scenes 
passed through. 

The Celtic was towed from her dock to the 
lower bay today. The officers and crew were 
very reticent and uncommunicative, having 
received orders from Captain Irvin, who im- 
mediately left to enter at the custom house, to 
have nothing to say to reporters. The ofticers, 
in what little they conld be indaced to say, 
and the passengers universally agree that there 
was no panic on the Celtic. The damage to 
the Celtic. which could not definitely be ascer- 
teuined in the fog of yesterday, proves to be 
quite serious. Her bow is stovein for a distance 
of eight feet from the stern and forced over to 
the starboard, leaving an opening extending 
below the water line, into which a team of 
horses might be easily drawn. 

Captain Irvin was found at the oflice of the 
White Star line and requested to give his story 
of the collision. He eaid: 

“T have nothing to tell the press. Mr. Ismay, 
agent of the line, has my official report, as 
we)l as that of Captain Perry, of the Brittan- 
ic, and he can give you such information as 
he desires concerning them. I presume they 
will differ in material respects, and it will re- 
quire a judicial mind to determine just what 
is or was the exact state of affairs. It would 
not be right or fairto Captain Perry or myself 
to tell my story to the press.”’ 


STRUCK ON THE STARBOARD. 


The Steamer Cherokee Sinks the Schooner 
Marietta Steelman, 

CHARLESTON, May 23.—The steamer Chero- 
kee arrived this morning from New York, 
Csptain B, Doane, and reports thatin a thick 
fog Friday night, between Barnegat. and Abse- 
com, steering southwest, going uxder reduced 
mcderate speed, blowing the whistle every 
minute, saw a green light clore aboard the 
starbosid side. He immediately ordered the 
belm hard a starboard and came into collision, 
étriking a scooner on the starboard bow; turn- 
ed the steamer around, searched for the vessel, 
found it and rescued the crew. The schooner 
had all sail, set, with a fair wind. Heard no 
fog horn from her. Had a lookout forward,

THE RIGHT MAN SHOT. 


Charley Cassidy Goes Back a Little Too 
; Often. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 23.—{Special.]— 
Charies Cassidy was this morning shot and se- 
riously wounded by Darius Clark. Clark, after 
shooting, telephoned to the police station and 
swaiied the arrival ofthe officer. Detective 
McConnell went out, and he gave himself up, 
and accompanied the officer to the police sta- 
tion, Nowarrant had baen issued for his ar- 
rest. Last night Chas, Cassidy anda young 
man named Smith went to Clark’s honse, near 
the fireman’s hall, on North College street, 
while he was eating hissupper. His tittle girl 
came in and told him two men were on tha 
sieps using bed language. He went out and 
o.cered them away. Charley Cassidy said: 

“You bad better make me go.” 

Clark :aid he did not want a fuss, but got his 
Bickory stick and thrashed him withit. The 
two men then went down to the Empire farni- 
ture company’s placeand came back with 
Ssivester Cassidy, who is a brother of 
Charles, and threatened Clark at the window 
of bis house. They came back — Clark 
say, and he then went to look for ‘Squire 
Brown, to get out a peace warrant, After 
looking for a magistrate, but not seeing hia, 
he returned home, and went down to the 
brickyard to stay all night, The men came 
back to his house, and said they would have 
him if they had to goin the brickyard after 
bim. This morning they did come there. 
Charley Cassidy began cursing him. “He told 
Lim to go off, but he refused Clark sald; 

“I don’t want to hurt you, butif nothing 
will do, I will come out and see you.” 

He then took a double-barreled shotgun, 
when Cassidy threw down the rocks and 
started off. Clark says he then started back to 
the office, when Cassidy renewed his cursing 
and abuee,and got up somerocks again. Clark 
then raised his gun and fired a load of back- 
shot, striking Cassidyin the mouth and shoul- 
der. Cassidy was taken to his home, whore 
hig wounds were dressed by Dr. Patterson.

HIS CARRIAGE IN HAMILTON. 


He is Met atthe Depot bya Large Crowd—The Mest- 
ing atthe Bink Addressed by the Irish Bditor 
and Otbers—The Aitack cf the Mob— 

A Volley of Sotten Hges. 


NIAGARA FALLS, May 23.—Mr. O’Brien did 
net leave bis bed today until 11 o'clock, and 
then he was ro weak as to be almost unab!ls to 
stand. He had to be assisted in dressing. His 
physician declared Mr. O Brien unfit te travsl, 
but he was determined and left by the 12:50 
train, which arrived in Hamilton atip.m. A 
meeting wiil not, it has been stated, he he'd 
during the day, but will take p'ace at night, 
something which Mr. O’Brien said he has not 
understood.

ARRIVAL AT HAMILTON. 

HAMILTON, Ont., May 23.—Mr. O’Brien mbt 
with a reception here thatthrewinto the 
shade everything that had heretofore occurred 
to him. When he stepped from the train he 
found the streets packed so solidly with men 
who wished to greet him that it was impossi- 
ble, fora long time, for his party to leave the 
station.

THE PRESBYTERIANS. 


Re ports of the Committee on Union with 
Northern Church. 


~ Sr. Lours, May 23.—In the Southern Prese 
byterian assembly this morning the committee 
on union, co-operative union, or other relations 
with the Presbyterian church of the United 
Stater, Dr. Smoot, of Texas, chairman, present- 
ed their reports. The committee if com 

of 26 members, 16 of whom made a majority 
report, 9 a minority report, and one what he 
cailed a mini'mom report. The majority re- 
port recommends the appointment of a com- 
mittee to be composed of three ministers, five 
ruling elders and the moderator of the ass:m- 
bly, to confer with a similar committee frém 
the otber assembly and consider the Whole sub- 
ject, the ,committee to report at the next gen- 
eral assembly in May next. This committee is 
iustructed to teke and maintain the following 
pesition: The mere acceptacce of the commite 
tee on the standard of our church, confession 
of faith, longer and shorter catechiams, does 
notin our minds form a suflicient basis of 
union, but the acceptance of that pecaliar in- 
tex:pretation of our standard, which sflirms 
and emphasizes the purely scriptural natare of 
Chriet’s kingdom, and forbids her legislati 
on political matters is the only tras basis 
ubion; and further, we insist that the colored 
bretbren within our bounds shall be organized 
into separate cOngregations, presbytery and 
synods. Dr. Smoot read the minority report, 
and Rev. W. H. Parks presented his minimum 
minority report, which differed from t2e ma- 
jerity report chiefly in ferm of expression. 
The whcle matter was postponed until tomor- 
row, when it will come up as the special order 
of the day. 

The minority report savs: 

“We are of opinion that difficulties in the way of 
&0 Ciganic OT co operative union are so numerous 
and of so rerious & ature thatthey cannot be re- 
moved. They arise mainly ont of the fact that the 
two churches are not egreed iu matters of civher 
prineipie cr policy. The plea that the two have 
the same ‘confession of faith’ may be ful'y met by 
tbe simple sia e@nmexrt@that al! cvangelical 
@cnominatiors have the sane  PF:o est- 
ant Bible, but the difference in ons cas3 
asin the other, arises outof the interpretation of 
the teaching ofthe two books. So the separate 
exisicnce of the Southern church is as mucn de- 
manded, because ot the widely diffe:cnt iuterpre- 
tation of the language of that confession of faith 
in matters, both of doctrine and government, as 
the separate existence of other denominations of 
Christians is demanded, because they are not suf- 
ficiently agreed on their essential te 1ets to comsti- 
tute one organic body. No suggestion has been 
mace, or,in the opinion of those signing this paper, 
can be made for the removal! of this most serious 
obstacle which meets usat the very opening of this 
queshon, tounite or attempt to unite the twa 
churches on any compromise of these finda nent- 
ai diflerences or upon any general statement, sncl 
as the reception of ine standards, pure and simple, 
would serve only to bring together those who 
couid notact in harmony and woukl perpetuate 
Strife and aleniations. 

“These conclusions have been reached by us 
after a full and careful examination of the whole 
question in the light of all papers submitted for our 
consideration. The discussion ofthe question for 
some time past. both north and south, has made it 
equally manifest that the further agitation of this 
quesiion would hinder the progress, weakea the 
cilLciency and «cndarger the usity of our own 
churches.”’ 

The minimun miosorty report dissents from 
the position of the majority aud says: 

The union of two great bodies of Presbvterians 
would make tco /arge a body and its entertainment, 
would be an intolerable burden on churches where 
meetings should be beld. The union would pro- 
duce the dis membermentotthe southern church, 
large numbers ofinfluential members of the latter 
bedy being radically opposed to such action. 

The sssembly should solicit an explanation from 
éveiy Presbyterian before taking any action. 

A imessenger shouldjnot be sentoutto finds 
wifc for the body before it was known the body 
wanted a wife.” : 

The matte: was then laid over until tomorrow 
wben it willi be considered as the special order of 
the day. A communication was received from 
the American house of bishops of the Episcopal 
church, with reference to the union of all Protest- 
ant church¢s, and expressing the hope that the 
upbappy breach now existing between the various 
Christian churches could be healed.

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INDIAN FIGHTERS, 
A Brief Account of the Fighting in this Sec- 
tion in 1836. 
From the Alapsha, Ga., Star. 

Mr. Bryan J. Roberts, father of Mr. W. K. 
Roberts, of this place, is one of the pioneers of 
Lowndes, and has seen service as an Indian 
fighter in this and Clinch counties. He is now 
in Lis 78th year and is spending the evening 
of his life very happily among his devoted 
children, having, a few years ago, divided a 
fine property among them, reserviug for him- 
self a sufficiency for his simple needs. His 
children are all prospering and he is happy ia 
seeing them happy. 

In 1836 the rumors of depredations and mur- 
ders by Indians in other portions of the state 
cansed widespread alarm in this section, and 
the citizens organized companies for the pro- 
tection of their familiesand property. Captain 
Levi J. Knight commanded the company to 
which Mr. Roberts belonged. This company 
was on duty one hundred and five days, and 
during that time engaged in two bloody fights 
with the red skins. 

In August, 1536, a squad of Indians raided 
Mr. William Parker’s house, not far from Mill- 
town. They carried his feather beds out in 
the yard, cut them open, emptied the feathers 
out and carried the ticks with them. They 
also robbed him of provisions, clothing and 
$308 25 in money. 

Captain Kuight’s company was soon on the 
trail of this rquad, and in a short time over- 
took them near the Alapaha river, not far 
from Gaskine’s mill pond. The sun was just 
rising when the gallant company oponed fire 
on the savages. A lively fight ensued, but it 
soon terminated in a complete routing of the 
Indians, who ihrew their guns and plunder 
into the river and jumped in afterthom. A 
few were killed and anumber wounded. Ona 
Todian was armed with a fine shot gan. This 
he threw into the the river and tried to throw 
a shot bag, but it was caught by the lim) of a 
tree and was suspended over the water. This 
beg contained Mr. Parker’s money, every 
cent of which he recovered as well as all the 
other property taken from his house. The 
fine gun was fished out of the river and afser- 
wards sold for forty dollar3,a tremendous 
price for a gua in those days. In the fight. 
Mr. Peters was shot with thissame gan, Oas 
buck-shot struck him just above the waist- 
band of his pants, passed through and lodged 
under the skin near thebackbone. He was 
aleo stiuck by two shotin the left side, which 
mecde oniy slight wounds, The Indian was 
not “more than thirty yards distant when he 
shot him. Mr. Peters recovered frou his 
wounds in about twelve months, 

Having driven the Indians into the dense 
swan)» beyond the river, Captain Kaigh; 
marched his compsny as rapidly as possible in 
the direction of Brushy creek, in the south- 
western portion of the county. When they 
arrived near that place they heard a volley of 
small arms, and on arrival found that the bat- 
tle had been fought. and that the volley they 
heard was the last tibute of respect over the 
giave of their brave comrade-in-arms, Penny- 
well Folsom. Edwin Shanks and a maa 
named Ferrell were aleo shot dead in the fight 
idwin Hendetson was mortally wounded and 
dicd near the battlefield. Mr. Robert Parish, 
Sr., who lives near Adel, had his arm broken 
by a bulletin this fight. The Indians lost 
twenty-two killed and a number wounded. 
We havea no account of any prisoners being 
taken. The battle of Brashy creek was 
fought in a low, marshy swamp, where Indian 
cunning was pitted against the invincible cour- 
age of the Anglo-Saxon, and in five minutes 
after the fight was opened there was not a live 
red skin to be seen. 

From this place Captain Knight marched his 
coinmpany into what is now Clinch county. He 
overtook the Indians at Cow creek, where a 
sharp engagement took place, resulting in the 
killing of three aud the taking of five prison- 
ers. Mr. Brazelias Staten was dangerously 
wounded in this fight, but finally recovered. 

This ended the Indian fighting in which 
Captain Knight’s company were engaged. 
Half a century has passed sincethen. Nearly 
all the actors in that brief bat bloody drama 
are at rest beyond ths stars. A few of them 
are still arcong us, the valiant pioneers of this 
conbtry, who bared their breasts to the bullets 
of the exyages in order that their descendants 
might possess this fair land in peace. 

The fcllowing is alist,as nearas can now 
be asceitaioed, of the living and dead of Cap- 
tein Knightscompany. The company nim 
bered 320 men, many of whom eame from 
neighboring counties, whose names cannot now 
be reca'led:

terson, James Edmondson, David Mathis, 
Thomes Mathis, Levi Shaw, William Peters, 
Jonathan Knight, Levi J. Knight and Braze- 
lins Staten. 

The Indians who passed through hera bs- 
longed to the Creek nation, and were on thair 
way frem Roanoke to Florida to join the Som- 
incles. They were first discovered in this 
county by Samuel Mattox, at Poplar Head, 
near where Mr. Tom Fatch now lives. Mattox 
was af-:erwards hanged for murdering the fif- 
teen-yesr-old son of Mr. Moses Siaughter. 
Most of these Incians reached the Okeefenokee 
swamp, where they were joined by a large 
band of Seminoles. From then until 1833 
these savages did much damage to the white 
settlers in the vicinity of the ewamp, but in 
that year they were driven out and took re- 
fuge in the Everglades, where they were, with 
the exception ofa small number, finally cap- 
tured aud sent to Arkansas, 

Since the above was pret in typs another of 
the gallant old Indian fighters, Mr. Aaron 
Knight, has joined his comrades beyond ths 
stars.

In the Midst of High Brick Walls in Rear of 
Lanier House.

old Lanier house was built a square c)atain- 
ing a few hundred square feet of ground was 
left in the rear of the main building, enclosed 
by high brick walls. Some little attempt 
wae mace to beautify this piat, but it soon ds- 
geperated into a lumber yard,unsightly to look 
uyon. 

When Mesers. Corling & Brown came into 
possession, this spot was cleaned out and ra3no- 
vatcd, and when Messrs. Campbell & Crawford 
leased the propetty Mra.

She 
says she has done all she could to keep her 
husband out of this organizing business among 
the negroes, not becauseitis wrong, but because 
scutherners won't stand it.

the Indian on his own responsibility and de- 
velop in him a spirit of self reliance and 
babits of iadustry which would transforn 
bim from a lazy dependent on the gover’- 
ment into a self-supporting citizen. 

This is pretty theory, but there is Si ttle in 
the history ot the Indians, or in their char- 
acteristice, to give ground for the hope that 
it can be successfully put into practice. 
After apportioning a good-sized farm to each 
Indian there will be great areas of land left 


the different tribes. A very small portion 
of these Jands wi!l be bovgit by the Indiaas. 
The great bulk of them will be takea by 
white settlers. Just at this point the danger 
begins. 

It is very doubittul whether the average 
Indian and the average white settler caa live 
peaceably together. A community thus 
mixed will, in all probability, ba in perpet- 
ual confusion and strife, and will become 
the fruitful source of annoyance and expense 
to the general government. 

But this is not the only danger in the new 
policy. Itis idle tosuppose that any con- 
siderable per cent of these tribes are capable 
of the intelligent care of property. They 
cannot appreciate the value of lands, or the 
opportunities which their possession in sev- 
eralty will confer. They will become easy 
prey to the greed and_ trickery of 
unprincipled white men. If the land- 
grabbers of the west can grow fat by swin- 
dling white settlers, how much easier will it 
be for them to work their nefarious schemes 
on the ignorant and sensuous savage. The 
Indians now hold some of the richest lands 
on this continent, and there is great joy 
among the land sharks at the prospect of a 
chance at these tempting possessions. To 
expect the Indian to hold his own when re- 
leased from the general care of the govern- 
ment and surrounded by shrewd and unprin- 
cipled speculators is along reach of Utopian 
statesmanship.

In Kansas, because its life is of 
the Mayflower—canting, morose, insincere and 
brutal. If each could not war on whisky it wouid 
be on something else. The race to which either 
belongs in all the world’s history has been a race 
of bigotry, psalm-tinging and spoils, 
talk cannot be in- 
dulged in owithont provoking an 
indignant response, The prohibitionists will 
plant banners bearing strange devices, and 
their opponents have just the same right to 
trot out their flags and brass bands, 
iby not rest satisfied with theses demon- 

strations? It would be a glorious thing for 
Texas to conduct this campaign to the end 
without slander, abuse or violence on either 
side. The worst thing that could befall the 
new south would be the adoption of the out- 
Jaw methods of Iowa and Ohio. 
beyond the differences of the hour looms up 
the supreme interest of Jaw and order. It 
is a matter of small importance whether 
Texas votes for prohibition or against ir, 
compared with this other matter which is 
the very foundation of civilized society. 

Without toleration, forbearance and good 
will there can be no peace, harmony and 
unity on the part of a community. When 
this is said it follows that men should be 
allowed tojexpress and discuss theiropinions 
in a reasonable and lawful way without 
being subjected to violence or persecution. 
The old bulldozing days are over. Oar in- 
terest requires us to ail pull toggther, and 
the agitators who would stir up bitterness 
and strife in Texas, or anywhere else, are 
public enemies, and should be made to feel 
that they are so regarded.

in the case of Reynolds, the ex-preacher, who 
was tried for blasphemy at Morristown, N. 
J.,the other day. The culprit made his 
trial aspectacular exhibition, and engaged 
the notorious infidel, Bob Ingersoll, to de- 
fend him. 

To the gratification of all good people In- 
gersoll’s eloquence was wasted upon the 
plain Jersey jury, and Reynolds was fined 
twenty five dollars, which amount, by the 
way, was paid by his lawyer out of his own 
pocket. Speaking of the case, the Philadel- 
phia Times says: 

The criminal code of Pennsylvania, revised by 
the legislature as late as 1560, imposes a fine not 
exceeding $100 and imprisonment not exceeding 
three months for any who shall “blaspheme or 
speak loosely or profanely of Almighty God, Christ 
Jesus. the Holy Spirit or the Scriptures of Truth.’’ 
This law is a transcript of the province law of 1700, 
The New Jersey statute under which Reynolds was 
convicted dates back to 1664, The English law is 
still older, yeta man was sentenced under it in 
1857 by the father of the present Chief Justice Cole- 
ridge,to twenty-one months’ imprisonment for writ 
ing onagate some offensive words against the 
Christian religion. Chris:ianity is part of the com- 
mon law of England and of the thirty-seven A meri- 
can states which haye adopted that law as their 
own. Those who try to bring it into contempt do 
sosttheirown risk. Liberty of speech does not 
give them any license to offend, 

It is a rather broad way of putting it to 
claim that Christianity is a part of the law 
ofa state because it was adopted with the 
common law. There would be considerable 
difficulty in convicting a man of blasphemy 
in ady American state where there is no 
statute covering the case. Aside from its 
wickedness, blasphemy is a nuisance, and 
every state should make it punishable. 


Trouble in Texas, 

The people ot Texas should settle their 
differences of opinion at the ballot-box, 
when the issue makes such a settlement pos- 
sible. 

Perhaps the present prohibition campaign 
was precipitated before Texas was prepared 
for it. This, however, is no excuse fur law- 
le: stese. Hot words and blows will not de- 
cide the question. Ballots count for more 
than bullets. 

There reflections have been suggested by 
the following special from Austin: 

There bas been a dispatch received today asking 
thestate authorities to furl end strike the German 
flag erected by the anti-prohibitionists at Weimer 
or another station on the Sunset. It is understood 
thatthe flag was raised in opposition to or in de- 
rision of a meeting of prohiVitionists, and that they 
are so indignant that they threaten bloodshed if 
the flag isnot pulled down. No siate official has 
the right to interfere. The governor has not re- 
turned. 


The Texans should deal with their Ger- 
man fellow- citizens ina spirit of fairness and 
moderation. It should be borne in mind 
that when the German immigrants were in- 
duced to settle in Texas they were led to 
believe that they would enjoy a larger share 
of personal liberty than was accorded them 
in their own land.

That Attack on Judge Roney. 

AvaustTa, Ga, May 20.—As one of the 
‘“voung bar’ of Augusta, I feel that I cannot iet 
the article in a recent issue of THE CONSTITUTION, 
relative to Judge Roney’s decision in the Black- 
wood case, pass, without notice. The exhaustive 
argument of Hon. W. T. Gary is Conclusiveon the 
legal point at issue in this case, and I shall not re- 
iterate it here. I will say, however, that to be 
convinced we have only to read ‘Spear on Extra- 
Gition,’’ the leading Pennsylvania cases, and the 
Dow case. Mr. Spear states, in substance, that 
comity between the states takes prececence of al! 
else, regardless of the manner of the arrest of a 
party in another state. In the celebrated Dow Case, 
whichis so much quoted, extradition is clearly 
not a personal right of the defendant, though {lle- 
gally taken from one state, and charged with a 
crime in another state, where he is held. In other 
worés comity alone obtains when the state from 
which he was kidnapped makes a demand for her 
citizen, and there is, 1 believe, no case on record 
where extradition was refused where the defend 
ant’s state mace a proper demand and proved kid- 
napping. The two articles in the Augusta Chroni 
cle by two prominent attorneys of the bar make a 
mistake in not going farenough. ‘Half truths «re 
more dangerous than whole errors.”” When taoey 
state that the remedy of South Carolina in the 
Blackwood case was not to demand Blackwood 
but the parties who illegally arrested him, they 
resent but one remedy of South Carolina. She 
hes an additional remedy, viz.; resioration of het 
citizen.

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EUGENIE’S EXIT. 


How the Babble of Paris Besieg¢d the Tui!l+ries 
After the Fall of Sedaa—Bugoute’s Wild Race 
Throvgh tle Stree's—S8he Finds a Galiag 
Protectorin an American Deatist.

Sunday forenoon, however, Paris is aronse |. 
The strains of the “Marseillaise’’ are head ov 
every side,and red flags dutter in the air. 
Gamins have climbed upon the iron railings 
surrounding the Taileries, ané hava fastensd 
the rag of the commune in every accessib‘e 
place. Thousands upon thoutands of people 
move to the Place de la Concorde, incessantly 
shouting: “Vive la republique!” There is joy 
and enthusiasm everywhere. Nobody th nks 
of the degredation of Sedan. “He’’ is gone, 
the “war is ended.’ That seems to be the sole 
thovght of the rabble which celebrates the 4th 
of September as a holiday from morn tiil 
night, 

Meantime Gambetta has proclaimed in the 
crowded session of the corps legislatif the list 
of the members of the provisional cabinet — 
the committee of national defense. The ses- 
sion has lasted till’3 o’clock of Sunday after- 
noon, and from the Tuileries still wave the 
imperial colors. Empress Eugenie still remains 
in the palace. Count Pglikao has brought her 

he news that the government has been de- 
posed by the populace, and that the republic 
hés been proclaimed, with Trochu as leader 
who has promised to gather troops for tho pur- 
pose of quellieg the rebellion. 

“Not a drop of blood shall ba shed on my 
account,” is the reply of the empress, and ske 
announces her determination to fly from Paris 
if it is still possible. 

It is 3:30 by th's time, and the mob has en: 
tered the palace. The old Tuileries seems like 
a leviathan in astorm-beaten sea. Through 
the stately hails and magnificent rooms storms 
the rabble. Cries, wild shouts, and the rat- 
tling of arms are heard upon the wide stair- 
cases, aud the red flag is raised upon the cua- 
pola of the palace. It is done by friends of 
the empress, who hope to distract the atten- 
tion of the mob, and convey the idea that she 
has ficd. But tbe ruse proves futile. ‘D 2wa 
with Mme. Badinguet!’ come the shouts, 
nearer and nesrer to the private 
apartments of the ill-fated empress. 

Not a moment is to belost. Accompanied by 
Mme. le Breton, the sister of General Bourbski, 
Prince Metiernich and the Italian ambassador, 
Nigra, the empress runs in haste down a pri- 
vate stairway, which leads into the gardens. 
But it is impossible to reach the Palace de C:- 
roussel, which is separated from tie Tuileries 
only by an iron railing, and is crowded with a 
howlirg mob at this time. Back tie flight 
goes, up the stairway and through the whole 
length of theGalerie de Louvre. A _ few at- 
tencants who had followed the empress cow- 
ardly drop ont, leaving her alone with Mme. le 
Breton and the two foreign ministers. 

The door leading tothe Place St. Germain 
Auxcrrois, opposite the church of the same 
name, is reached without hindrance. From 
the church a narrow passage, fenced in by 
iron railings, leads intoa public street. But 
the passage is full of people, who shout loudly 
and apgrily for “Dethronement!” and “Vive 
ja republique!’ The little group hesitates, but 
to go back would mean insults and indignitiss, 
perhaps death, at the hands of the excited ms. 
Thi re was but one way. That was to go aliwad, 
for in the rear the rioters can be heard. 

‘T he empress draws her veil over her face and 
takestbe arm of Prince Metternich, while 
Mme. le Breton is protected by Siz, Nisra, 
Thus the two couples walk down the vasiage 
with trembling limbsand throbbing hearts, at- 
tempting to put on an air of unconcern, as if 
they were curiosity-seekers attracted by the 
street scenes. The wind lifts the veil of the 
empress, audone of the irrepressible, quick- 
eyed gamins, recognizing her, shouts: ‘Ea- 
genie! Voila l’Imperatrice!’’ Bat fortune fa- 
vors the stricken woman. Nobody responds to 
the ery, and the end of the passage heing 
reached, one of the gentlomen discovers a fiacre. 
The ladies are hastily placed in the vehicle, an 
imeginary address is called out toths driver, 
and forthe moment the empress of France is 
eecure. 

She breaks Gown completely as the carriage 
drives on, but Mme. le Breton counsels and en- 
treats composure while the crowded Boulevard 
Heussmann is being travertecd. Then theem- 
prers discovers that she has not a cent of money 
on her person—Mme le Breton has 5 francs, 
barely sufficient to pay the driver. To avoid a 
scene the carriage is stopped, the ladies alight 
and walk on. Every step may bring discovery. 
Then Mme. ie Breton discovers that they are 
near the residence of Dr. Evans, an American 
centist, whore practice is of the most exclusive 
character. ortupately the ledies are known to 
bim, but in the reception room they have to 
wait several minutes, which seem an eternity, 
until their turn comes. Then Mme le Braton 
enters the private office first, entreating the 
dector not to give vent to any surprise whic 
neceteatily must create attention, and begs pro- 
tection for the fugitive until the flight can be 
continued with greater security. 

Dr. Evans was one of those professional men 
who jive sclely for their art. He had heard 
nothing of tbe events of the proceding night 
ard morning, and his consternation was boun4- 
less.

THE CHICAGO MAREET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce, 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, May 23.— The opening marke 
change were unusually active andin dec ideal on 
trast to dullness, which prevailed Saturday. Wheat 
was Strong and higher, and there was considerable 
nervousness displayed. June opened at 8844 and 
sold to §8%, almostimmediately, July and August 
were actively bid for. June wheat after selling up 
to 8634 reacted to 86% and then steadily advanced 
to 8634. The clique did very little after the first 
spurt of activity in long fut: These months be- 
came very quiet, though very steady as returns be- 
gan focome in from yarious pointsit became evi- 
dent that the visible supply of wheat would not 
show the amount of decrease that was predicted for 
earlv inthe day. Estimates for decrease of 2,090,- 
600 bushels, but official returns made it 1,450,039. 
The arrivals at New York were quite large and 
went phere way toward keeping the decrease 
down. Satisfactory returns caused the price of June 
wheat to ease off to 884, the opening figure, but 
toward theclose of the morning session wheat 
firmed up again and June closed at 88%. Ai the 
afternoon session heavy exports from seaboard wnd 
higher market at St. Louis and other points, to- 
gether with increased nerveousnuess among shorts 
made wheat perceptibly higher and June gold to 
89 and closed at 887%, 

Corn end oats, owing to rains of last night and 
yetterdey were decidedly weak atthe opening, 
July and August oats were about Ke lower than 
Saturday at 27% for July and 27 for August, The 
oats crowd were very active for some time after the 
Start and considerable trading was donein July 
and August futures. Later in the day the market 
quieied down and July closed at opening figures 
and Aucnst at 2634. July corn opened at 40% and 
sold down to 40% ina short time.

HE MUST HANG. 


THE GOVERNOR REFUSES TO COM- 
MUTE THE SENTENCE OF SMITH, 
re 
The Heard County Murderer a d His Hoar'less Crime 
~A ¥Yvupg Busband, Shot Down in Cold Blood, 
Dies in His Wife’s Arms—Judg> Bland- 
f.re's Scathing Review of the Cass, 


Governor Gordon has declined to commute 
the sentence of John W. Smith,: the Heard 
county murderer, who is under sentenc; of 
death. 

For some days the governor has had the case 
ur der consideration, Smith's attorneys hsving 
been accorded a hearing last Thursday. A 
desperate effort has been made to sive Snith’s 
neck, but it has been unavailing. 

The murder for which Smith’s life wil! be 
taken as a penalty was a peculiarly aggravated 
one. It seems that Smith, the condemned 
man, isa member of a rather hard “gang” of 
the 9th district of Heard county, a district 
which is said to evjoy the distincion of being 


“ one of the most lawless spots in the state. Bon- 


ner Barker, a resident of the neigheorhood, had 
for years been an associate of the Smiths and 
the rest, of the “gang” in their lawless- 
ness, but after a time a change came over 
him and he resolved to reform 
and become a good. citizen. As ig 
often the case, it was a woman’s influence 
which brought about this change for the bet- 
ter, and Barker celebrated ‘his reformation by 
marrying a young lady with whom he had 
falien in love. 

Barker’s resolve to reform bothered his asso- 
ciates. They were afraid of him, probably be- 
cavge he knew too much, and they thought he 
might “peach” on them. 

For atime the evidences of their disapprov- 
al were confined to ugly looks, avd remarks 
inll of resentment. Tais state of affairs lastei 
for ceveral months. 

THEN CAME THE CRIME. 

Oce evening, shortly before dark, John W. 
Smith, his brother Andrew, and a man named 
King, went to Barker's house. John Swith’s 
companions sat on the side of the road ia front 
of the house, while Smith himself went in- 
side and asked for Barker. Upon being told 
by Mis. Barker that her husband was ia an 
adjoining lot, feeding his horses, the three 
men went out to find him, Mrs. Barker, 
in her testimony, stated that 
they bad been out there but a 
sheit time when she heard loud talking in the 
Jot and'ran ont to her husband’s assistanc>. 

‘John Smith and Andrew Smith both had 
hold of my husband,” she testified, “and John 
had a pistol jobbing him in the breast, I rau 
rpend caught hold of the pistol and ssid, 
‘Lord, have mercy.’ I was still begging him to 
go off when he said Barker had been telling so 
wavy G— d— lies about him that he was going 
to kill him.” 

Smith turned upon Mrs. Barker, who was in 
a delicate condition, and cursed her in ltnguage 
of the most despicable and loathsome charac: 
ter. Then Smith pushed Barker away from 
him and, as the latter tarned, shot himin the 
brezst. Barkers wife had hold of her hus- 
cand’s wrist at the time he was shot. 

After the shooting Smith and his two com- 
panions ran away from the scene. Barker 
atked for a drink of water and, after suffering 
for fifteen minutes, died in his wife’s arm3, 

Smith was tiied for murder, and bsing con- 
victed, wss sentenced tobe hanged. The case 
came upon appeal to the supreme court, where 
the murderer received 

A TERRIBLE REBUKE, 

Justice Blandford delivered the opinion of 
the ccurt, and handled th» care without gloves 
He said: 

“Peter Whitaker testified to substantially 
what are testified by Mrs. Barker, and these 
was the only witnesses for the state. King 
testified for defendant and only differtd with 
Mrs. Barker as to the fact that Barker had his 
knife in his hand, with his arm raised as if in 
a striking position just before the pistol fired. 
He did not ses Barker when the pistol did fire. 
He went ttere with John Smith and Andrew 
Smith and left with them, and this is 
the only testimony in reference to this 
tragedy. 

“And now it is gravely insisted by the connsol 
for the accused that the case is one of justifi- 
able homicide. For a court to £0 hold, it would 
Tne accused 
went to Barker’s house after night with a 
deadly weapon upon his person. He went 
upon Barker’s premises, commenced a difficul- 
ty with him, caught hold of him, thrust a 
pistel in bis breast, and on being importuned 
and begged by deceased’s wife ha cursed her, 
using the most ebscene. valgar and abasive 
language towards her, threatened to kill her 
bushand, and did do it. The evidencs de- 
manded the verdict. The facts showed this to 
be a case falling 

TITTLE SHORTOF AN ASSASSINATION. 

“The fact that the accused wasarmed with a 
deadly weapon shows theintent with which 
he was actuated, and thatit was a murderous 
intent. We have been appealed to by counsel 
for the accused to exercise whatever power of 
mercy we may have in the decision of this 
case. The court only decides the -law, and 
like the law is unimpassioned and withont 
emotion. If we were invested with the at- 
tributes of mercy, this is not a case for its ex- 
ercise. The defendant has been tried accord- 
ing to law by a fair and impartial! jury; justice 
has been done, the law vindicated, and the 
jrdgment must stand.” 

After a careful consideration of the facts in 
this case, Governor Gordon came to the con- 
clusion, yegjerday, that the senteace cf the 
courts was just, and issued the following order: 

In the matter of the application of John W. 
Emith, convicted of murder in Heard superior 
court, for a commutation of his sentence to impris- 
onment for life, there being no reason offered 
which in the opinion of the executive would 
authorize bim to interfere with the sentence of the 
court, it is 

‘Ordered, That said application be and the same 
is hereby refused. JOHN B. GORDON, 
Governor, 
By the Governor, JAMES T. NISBET, 
Secretary Executive Department. 

This order was given to Mr. C. T. Ladson, 
one of the attorneys who appeared before the 
governor in Smith’s behalf; but Smith, him- 
self, has not yet been informed of the gover- 
nor’s action. The news will probably be con- 
veyed to bim some time today. 

One of Smith’s attorneys stated yesterday 
that a formal application for a respite will bs 
made to the governor today. He farther stated 
that he felt certain that a respite would be 
granted. Ifthisis not done, Smith will be 
hanged at Franklin, Heard county, on Friday 
next.

Over Georgia’s Delegation to the Interstate 
Convention of Farmers. 


There is some dissatisfaction over s>m9 of 
the delegates appointed to represent Georgia 
at the interstate convention of farmers. 

When the large number of delegates and 
the character of the gatheriug are taken into 
consideration, it is a wonder that there were 
not more mistakes made. I¢ is peculiarly difii- 
cult to select delegates to a non-political con- 
vention, especially one of farmers. It is pos- 
sible that some few mistakes were mde in the 
cele ction of this delegation, but they were not 
meny. 

While Governor ak was chairman of 
the preliminary conference and while, there- 
fore the appointments for this state go out 
under his name, he had nothing, in reality, to 
do with the selection of delegates from any 
county. 

It is probable that in any county where there 
is ar y general dissatisfaction with the delegate 
appointed, the matter of selecting the delegate 
will be left to the farmers themselves.

A tition for Holman’s commutation, re- 
ceived by the governor, charges that Patton 
struck the fatal blow. 

The three remaining members of the party 
set about to hide the crime, and at first dropped 
the body of the murdered woman into a con- 
venient well. A day or two later it was fished 
vp by Holman and was dumped ifto a creek 
not far off, It was soon discovered and the 
crime was traced to Patton, Holman and the 
other woman. 

Patton snd the woman were tried and e3- 
cayed with sentences of imprisonmeut. H>!- 
men is a weak-minded bumpkin 
and Patten end the woman succseded in 
fastening tlie crime upon him. The people in 
that section of the country think that Hoiman 
wes more a tool than anything else and think 
he ought noi to be banged, e:pecially since the 
people equally guilty have escaped with sen- 
tencese of imprisonment. 

The jury who tried Holman are unanimons 
in asking for the change in his sentence. The 
fcreman of that jury has especially interested 
himself, so much so that he came to Atlanta 
to make a personal plea to the governor.

THE ELECTRIC MOTORS 


Will Soon be in Operation on the Metropoli- 
tan Compapny’s Lines. 


Witbin a few days the Metropolitan street 
railway company will take final action in re- 
gard to the proposed electric motors for that 
company’s lines. This matter has been thor- 
oughly canvassed by the officers of the com 
pany, the various systems have been looked 
into, and every precaution has been taken to- 
ward securing the system best adapted to the 
company’s Uses. 

‘Mr. Abbott and I went to Montgomery on 
Friday and made a thorough examination of 
the electric motor in operation there,” said Mr. 
Jacob Haas, one of the directors of the com- 
pany, Taken all in all we think very well 
indeed of it. There are,to be sure, a few 
hitches in the operation of the road, but these 
are small faults—ones which the Vander poele 
company, which operates the road, claim can 
be easily corrected. These faults are sapposed 
to be due to the newness of the line.” 

“When will your contract be let?” 

“We are simply waiting on the Montgomery 
line. As soon as the minor faults I speak ofare 
corrected, and that line is perfected, we will 
f.el safe in going ab@id with our preparatious. 
Jam frank to say that I was very much pleased 
with that line. It is certainly a great im- 
provement upon horse cars, making better 
time and moving much more easily, and that 
with as many people es the cars will hold. 
There is no danger of getting stuck there.” 

‘‘W hat is the system?” 

“Oa each side of a street operated under this

) system, there are placed poles similar to elec- 


tric light poles. These are a block apart, and 
opposite to poles on the other side of the street. 
The poles on opposite sides of the street are 
joined by wires which support a center wire 
which stretches from one end of the line to the 
other. Itis this center wire which is charged 
with electricity by means of machinery similiar 
to that used in electric light works. From 
this center wire the electricity is imparted to 
the motors by means of an iron rod reaching 
from the front of the cars, where the motor is 
located, to the wires above. It is the motor 
thus charged, which furnishes the motive 
power to the cars.” 

“Is there any danger in this system ?” 

“No more than in any other. The flow of 
electricity is regulated, and to run a car re- 
quizes only about one-fourth the electricity 
neceseary to produce electric light. We will 
use this center wire over-head 
system in Atlanta, because so. = 
really the only one we can us3,

“Have you made any arrangements as to lo- 
cation of your works, and-soforth?”

With this system the engine, dynamos 
and‘other machinery can be located at any 
point on the line.”

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RUMORS THAT CAPTAIN BURKE 
WILL QUIT THBG. C. G. 


Members of His Company Assert That They Are Dis- 
satisfied With His Admiristration and That He 
Will be Asked to Step Down end Out— 

Zhe Nawes Suggested as Successors, 


Trouble appears to be brewing between tho 
Gate City Guard and Captain J. F. Burke, and 
the trouble is consequent upon the abandon- 
ment of the European tour. 

The row is yet in its incipiency, however. 

For several days past it has been asserted by 
persons in position to know that Captain Burke 
would be asked to resign the captaincy of the 
company and sever his connection with the 
organization, The gentlemen making the as- 
sertion ceclined to assign any cause for the r-- 
quest by the company for the captain’s resigna- 
.ticn, but when pressed fur the cause generally, 
announced: 

‘Oh, that European trip and the Atwood af- 
fair ere not the most pleasant things in the 
world to the company.” 

Until yesterday the rumors about the trouble 
were not generally discussed and were haudled 
ginzerly even by those who cared to repeat the 
stories. Yesterday, however, several members 


of the company made a bold break against the ° 


captain by deciding to secure another leader, 
and appointing a committee to call upon the 
gentleman thus selected, requesting him to ac- 
cept the captaincy. 

The committee made the call without any 
attempt to keep it a secret, and in a short time 
it was generally known throughout the city 
that a well known gentleman of fine military 
traiping had been asked to accept the captaincy 
of the Gate City Guard. 

The gentleman was Mr. Edward S, McCan4- 
less, cashier of the Gate City bank. 

Mr. McCandless was once captain of the At- 
lanta Cadets, one of the finest military orgaui- 
zatiovs Atlanta ever had. He was a-universal 
favorite with the members of the company anid 
bis care€r as a citizen soldier was a successful 
one. Soon after the call was made on Mr. 

{cCaxdiess a CONSTITUTION reporter came in 
contact with one of the geutlemen composing 
the comwmittce. 

‘Hiave you heard,” he remarked, “that Cap- 
tain burke will leave the Gate City Gaard, aad 
that a well-known and popular Atlantian bas 
been asked to accept the position? ’ 

“No; not exactly, I have heard, however, 
that there is trouble impending between the 
Guard and Captain Burke, and that he wiil be 
a:ked to resigu. I cid not know. however, 
that there was avy trath in the rumors.”’ 

‘Well, there is truth in ’em, and lots of it, 
too. You can jast bank all you ever had that 
he is going to be asked to get out.”’ 

“What's the trouble. It is generally believed 
that Cuptain Burke is popular with the mem- 
bers of the company.” 

“Well, he ain’t, then. 
that’s ali over.” 

“And why?” 

“Oh, that Atwood business, in the first place, 
aud giving up the European trip in the next 

vlece.” 
“But you didn’t havethe money to take that 
trip, Captain Burke says ”’ 

“There he’s mistaken, for wedid have tho 
money. No, ever since thataflair with Atwood 
Burke has been throwing cold water on the 
trip—has been doing something to prevent. 
First hesaid we couldn’t go becanse we didn’t 
have the money. Then he agreed to pay all 
that was needed if we'd raise a thousand. I 
notified him that I bad secured $1 100, or knew 
of that much that had been secured, and still 
he threw obstacles in the way.” 

“Do you know anything about that bannor 
for the king of Belgium?” 

“I know this. Mr. Charies Collier subscribed 
twenty dollars, and when we decided not to go 
ITasked him if he intended returning tne 
money that had been subscribed. He told me 
that he did, and when I asked him about Mr. 
Collier's twenty doilars he said that he intended 
to purchase a banner for the king of Belgium 
with it. But then things will change and we 
won't want any banner.’’> 

‘Does Captain Burke know that he will be 
asked to resign ?”’ 

“I don't know: but guess he ought to know 
it. So when the time arrives, two members of 
the company, who are his personal friends, 
will.goto him and ask him to.resign, at the 
ssm6 time satisfying him of the feeling of the 
company,” 

“And who will succeed him ?’ 

“VYhat question bas vot been fully seattied. 
Mr. Ed McCandless has been asked, aad so bas 
Captain Harry Jackson.” 

“Suppose both consent ?” 

Ob, tbat won't occur. When we asked Mr. 
McCandless, he declined, saying that he might 
take a lieutenancy under certain conditions. 
Then Captain Jackson was cailed upon aad 
asked. Hedid not receive the proposition 
with too much favor: but I can tell you this, 
neither gentleman bas absolutely declined ; 
both are considering, and one will accept.”’ 

“When will the proposed change take place?’ 

‘IT can’t tellyet. The members of the com.- 
pany are talking it over informally, and before 
long will settle it.” ; 

Captain Burke, for a wonder, knows nothing 
of the proposed changes. At least he kuew 
nothing of the rumors until a CoONSTIrUTION 
reporter called upon him yesterday afternoon 
and asked: 

“Captain, now that the Guard has finally 
given up the Enropean trip, what’s on hand ?” 

“Nothing at present. The new uniforms are 
here, and the company will go into camp for 
ten days or two weeks this summer to prepare 
fur the competitive drill at the Piedmont fair 
this fall. They will then—at the fair I mean — 
apyt ar for the first time in their new uniforms, 
made of white broadcloth.” 

“Slave you closed up the Earopean trip?” 

“No, nctfully. The steamship company has 
released the money, and that on depo:it in New 
York has been forwarded. The money will be 
here this week, probably, and then the matter 
will be finally settled.” 

“And each man will get back his monsy?"’ 

‘Of ccurre. The money will all bs: paid 
back, except what has been disbursed in tae 
way of expenses.” 

“And how much is that, if I may inquire?” 

“Ob. that’s bard to say. Something like 
=500, I guess. You see, there were telegraphic 
bills, letter writing. postage—sometimes as 
much as four dollars a day—and two trips that 
I was compelled to make to New York, with 
hotel] bills. An itemized account of all this 
will be rendered, and then the baiance will be 
returned.” 

“Charge up that Belgium banner?” 

“Eb?” 

“Will yon take that banner you were going 
to give to the king of Belgium ont?” 

“IT don’t know what you are talking abont.’’ 

The story ofthe banner and Mr. Cuvllier’s 
twenty dollars was explained to the captain. 

“Well, I declare. I never heard of such a 
thing,” said Captain Barke, ‘‘and I never made 
any such remark, I did receive twenty dol- 
lars from Mr. Collier, and here is a letter which 
J have just written him, telling him the money 
is at his disposal. But I wouldu’t say anything 
about that, as Mr. Collier ceréainly would not 
like to see his name in the paper in connection 
with it. Why, I never thonght of but two ban- 
ners We intended to take two along—one to 
preeent to the city of Paris and the other to 
Brussels.” 

“Have you had any trouble with any of the 
company about the money’ ’ 

“Of course not. Why should I? The money 
will be ready for them as soon as it comes. 
However, by the contract they have no right 
to make a demand for the monay. Yoa soe it 
is expressly stipulated in the contract that if 
any One fails to pay in,or stops paying in, he 
loses what he had already paid. Even by the 
contract it is all forfeited; but, of course, I 
shall return every dollar less the expenses, 
and everybody knows that.”
